‘However, a Knowledge of the Succefs which 
Stories will have when they are attended with a 
Tarn of Surprize, as it has happily made the Cha- 
tatters of fome, fo has it alfo been the Ruine-of 
the-Charaéters of others. There is a Sett of Men 
who outrage Truth, inftead of affecting us with a 
Manner in telling it ; who over-leap the Line of 
Probability, that they may be feen to move out of 
the common Road ; and endeavour only to make 
their Hearers ftare, by impofing upon them with, a 
kind of Nonfenfe againft the Philofophy of Nature, 
érfuch a Heap of Wonders told upon their own 
Knowledge, as it is not likely one Man fhou'd ever 
have met with.

The Subjeét of 
Antipathies was a proper Field wherein fuch falfe 
Surprizers might expatiate, and there were thofe 
ve who appear’ a fond to fhew it inits full 

xtent of traditional Hiftory. Some of them, in 
alearned Manner, offer’d to our Confideration the 
miraculous Powers which the Effluviums of Cheefe 
‘have over Bodies whofe Pores are difpos’d to receive 
them.in a noxious Manner; others gave an Account 
of fueh who cou’d indeed bear the Sight of Cheefe, 

‘bit not the Tafte ; for which they brought a. Rea- 
fon from the Milk of their Nurfes. Others again 
difcours’d, without endeavouring at Reafons, con- 
‘ening an unconquerable Averfion which fome 

Stomachs have againft a Joint of Meat when: it is 
whole, and the eager Inclination they have for it 
‘When, by its being cut up, the Shape which had 
MfeRed them is: alter'd. From hence they pafs’d 
fo Eels, then to Parfnips, and fo from one Averfion 
to another, till we had work’d up our felves to fuch 
a Pitch of Complaifance, that when the Dinner 
Was to come in, we enquir’d the Name of every 
Bifh, and hop’d.. it wou'd be no Offence to any in 
Company, beforé it was admitted. When we had 
fate down, this Civility among{t us turn’d the Dif- 
courfe front Eatables to other Sorts of Averfions ;

found that I was paffing under a Sign-poft on which 
the Picture of a Bat was hung. 

The Extrayagance of this Turn in the way of 
Surprize, gave a Stop to the Talk w: had been car. 
trying on: Some were filent becaufe they doubted, 
and others becaufe they were conquer’d in their 
own Way ; fothat the Gentleman had Opportunity 
to prefs the Belief of it upon us, and let us fee that 
. was rather expofing himfelf than ridiculing o- 
thers, 

I mutt freely own that I did not all this while dif- 
believe every thing that was faid ; but yet I thought 
fome in the Company had been endeavouring who 
fhould pitch the Bar furtheft ; that it had for fome 
Time been a meafuting Caft, and at laft my Friend 
7. the Cat and Sign-poft had thrown beyand them 
all. a ' 
~ I then confider’d the Manner in which this Story 
had been received, and the Poffibility that it might 
have pafs’d fora Jeft_upon others, if he had not 
labour’d againft himfelf. From hence, — I, 
there are two Ways which the well-bred World 

enerally takes to correct fuch a Practice, when they 
o not think fit to contradict it flatly. ; 

The firkt of thefe js a general Silence, which I 
would not advile‘any one to interpret in his own 
Behalf. It is often the Effeét of Prudence in 
avoiding a Quarrel, when they fee another drive 
fo faft, that there is no ftopping him without 
being run. againft, and but very feldom the Effect 
of Weakne s in believing fuddenly, "The Genera- 
lity of Mankind are not fo grofly ignorant ag, 
fome over-bearing Spirits would, perfwade them- 
felves; and if the Jethesiey of. a Character or 
a Gaution againft Danger make us fuppre(s our Opi-. 
nions, yet neither, of thefe are-of Force enough to. 
fupprele our Thoughts of them. If a Man who has 
endeavoured.to amufe’ his Company with Impro- 
babilities could but look into their Minds, , he: 
would find that they imagine he lightly efteems of 
their Senfe when he thinks to impofé upon them, 
and that he is lefs efteemed by them for his Attempt 
in doing fo. His Endeavour to glory at their Ex- 
pence becomes a Ground of Quarrel], and the Scorn 
and Indifference with which they entertain it be- 
gins the immediate Punifhment :And-indeed (if 
we Should even go no further) Silence, ora negli- 

nt Indifference, has a deeper Way of Wound. 
ing than Oppofition ; becaufe Oppofition proceeds 
from an Anger that has a Sort of generous Senti- 
ment for the Adverfary mingling along with it, 
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while it fhews that there is fome Efteem in your 
Mind for him ; in hhort, that you think him worth 
while to conteft with : But Silence, or a negligent 
Indifference, proceeds from Anger, mixed 4 a 
Scorn that fhews another he is thought by you too 
contemptible to be regarded. | 
The other Method which the World has taken 
for correcting this Practice of falfe Surprize, is to 
over-fhoot fuch Talkers in their own Bow, or to 
raife the Story with further Degrees of Impoffibi- 
lity, and {et up for a Voucher to them in fucha 
Manner as muit Ict them fee they ftand dete&ed. 
Thus I have heard a Difcourfe was once managed 
upon the Effects of Fear. One of the Company 
had given an Account how it had turned his Friend’s 
Hair grey ina Night, while the Terrors of a Ship- 
wreck encompa{s’d him. Another taking the Hint 
from hence, began, upon his own Knowledge, to 
enlarge his ha sn of the like Nature to fuch a 
Number, that it was. not probable he could ever 
have met with them; and as -he ftill" grounded 
thefe upon different’ Caufes, for ‘the fake of Va- 
riety, it might feem at laft, from his Share of the 
Converfation, almoft impoffible that.any one who 
can feel the Paffion of Fear fhould ‘all his Life 
efcape fo common an Effect of it. By this Time 
fome of the Company grew negligent, or defirous 
to contradi&t him : But one rebuked the reft with 
an Appearance of Severity, and, with the known 
old Story in his Head, affured them they need 
nut {cruple to believe that the Fear of any 
thing can make a Man’s Hair grey, fince he knew 
one whofe Perriwig had fuffered fo by it. Thus 
he ftopp’d the Talk, and made themeafy. Thus 
is the fame Method taken to bring us to Shame 
which we fondly take to encreafe our Charaéter, 
It is indeed a kind of Mimickry by which another 
utson our Air of Converfation to fhow us to our 
elves: He feems to look ridiculous before’ you, 
that you may remember how near a Refemblance 
you bear to him, or that you may know he will 
not lie under the Imputation of believing you. 
Then it is that you are ftruck dumb iaumelinaty 
with aconfcientious Shame for what you have been 
faying: Then it is that you are inwardly grieved 
at the Sentiments which you cannot but perceive 
others entertain concerning you. In fhort, you are 
againft your felf ; the Bae of the Compan 
runs againft you; the cenfuring World is | 
to you for, that Triumph which you have allow’d 
them at your own Expence ; and .Truth, which 
you have injured, has a near Way of being re- 
ve ged on you, when by the bare Repetition of 
our Story you become a frequent Diverfion for the 
Publ ck. lam, Sir, your Servant.
